After pointing out the marvelous en- 
durance shown by little fox terriers 
w}io follow their masters patiently for 
hours Willie the latter are rUlIiiR on bi- 
cycles or In carrlngjes, be says that even 
jrreater endurance Is shown by certain 
wild animals that are akin to dogs. 

Thus the wolf can run between 50 
and 60 mllea in one night, and an arctic 
fox can do qnite as well, if not better. 

Nansen met one of these foxes on the 
ice at a point more than 70 miles north- 
Mcst of tlie Sannlkow territory, which 
i« iSO mll^s from the Asiatic poaat Ss- 
Jiimi and Siberian do^ ^n trAvel 45 
mllea on the ice in five hoars, and there 
is one case on record In which a team 
of Bakimo dogs traveled 6^ miles in 
28 minutes.

The 
franchise we ask is not an exclusive one, 
and will not prevent any other company 
from securing a similar franchise at any 
time along any road over which they 
wif li to operate. We are endeavoring to 
give the people of Maysvilie and Maaon 
County tbe very best telephone service 
possible, and have gone to <iuite an out- 
lay recently in improving our system. 

"We have effected arrangements with 
tbe independent United • States Com- 
pany, and will in the spring establish 
connection with their system through- 
out Ohio and Indiana. The eo'linection 
will be made at Aberdeen, and we will 
put in a system at that place which will 
be oonnaotad directly with the Maysvilie 
exchange, and our patrons in Mavsville 
will have use of the Aberdeen system 
without extra charge and the Aberdeen 
patrons will have tbe use of the Mays- 
vilie system without extra charge.
